Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Rinehart 
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Canada Prepares To 
Deal With Disaster 


Contrary to widely-held opinion, 
total extinction is by no means in- 
evitable in modern warfare, even 
under attack by the most powerful 
weapons yet used. 

This is the keynote of instruc- 
tion contained in a federal civil 
defence handbook, “Personal Pro- 
tection under Atomic Attack”, pub- 
lished by the Department of Na- 
tional Health and Welfare, whose 
minister, Hon. Paul Martin, is re- 
sponsible for civil defence at the 
federal level. 

Intended as a general guide to 
the population at a time when Can- 
ada is organizing and training ser-

Seeding Grasses: Within the past 
few days I have had a number of 
enquiries from farmers who want 
t) seed down a permanent pasture 
or hay field. The moisture condi- | 
tions now are perfect for seeding 
grass and legumes. It is my firm | 
belief that where a permanent pas- 
ture is desired one could not do 
Detter than to seed a suitable mix- 
ture. I like to see a legume such 
as alfalfa included in such a mix- | 
ture ) 


Two pounds per acre with the 
grasses should not cause bloat in 
livestock. If you contemplate a 
mixture, following is one which 
should prove satisfactory: Brome, 4 
pounds; Creeping Red Fescue. 2 
pounds; Kentucky Blue or Crested 
Wheat. 2 pounds; alfalfa, 2 pounds; 
a total of 10 pounds per acre

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PLAY SAFE... ; 
KEEP OFF THE TRAIN, TRACKS 


It is the same old story told 
through tears and sobs that police 
olficers invariably hear trom par- 
ents when their children are killed 
or maimed for life because of play- 
ing on railroad property. “I told 
Yommy to stay off the tracks.” 1!

These are but a few of the tragic 
sentences, after the tragedy, that 
has resulted in a loss of a young 
lite, a limb perhaps, or a seriously 
injured child 

Too trequently the press carries 
stories oi incidents across the Do- 
minion, of accidents to children 
playing in yards, riding on freight 
cars, fishing or playing on bridges. 

Very recently, we read of the 
case near London, Ont,, of two 
boys trapped on a railway bridge - 
one killed and one injured. In May 
of this year of a boy walking along 
a track in BC. with his seven-year- 
old sister. the boy being killed 

In each and every instance, the 
deaths or injuries came about 
through tresspassing in some form 
or other. 

It is to prevent this meedless 
loss of life and injury that the 
C.P.R. are again spending money 
time and effort on their safety 
campaign, with emphasis on juven- 
ile trespassing.
